ing and description of the man who 
bad ^rowosd was read bis conclu­ 
sions began to be realized and Mr. 
Rogers more firmly than before be­ 
lieved that the man who was drown­ 
ed was none other than his brother. 
When the realization dawned upon 
him, tbe ¡information coming in such 
an indirect manner, Mr. Rogers was 
noticably affected.
